There were no fireworks, no processions, no 
bands.

THE JANESVILLE RALLY. 
Specia) Dispatch to The Truss. 
JANESVILLE, Wis., Oct. 30.—One of those 
grand rallies for which Rock County is famous 
occurred here to-day. The banner Republican 
county of the State resolved to see what it could 
do in the way of a demonstration some time 
ago, and laid itself out to get up the biggest 
political demonstration of the campaign, and it 
has probably done it. A monster tent, such as 
is used by circuses, was donated for the occa- 
sion to the managers of the exhibition by Barr 
Robbins, a patriotic citizen, who sometimes 
travels through the country with a show, which 
was pitched ina public square, and filled with 
people.

The Council is decidedly 
aderse to precipitating the freedom of the 
entire mass of ignorant Africans, believing 
that such a course would prove more detri- 
mental to the interests of the people of Cuba 
than che continuance of the system of slavery.

SIL Oct. 30.—By order of the Viceroy of 
India, Sir Frederick Roberts has issued a proc- 
lamation stating that in consequence of the abdi- 
eation of the Ameer and the outrage at the 
British residency, the British Government bas 
been compelled to occupy Cabul and other parts 
of Afghanistan.

"FIRES. 


AT PARKER, PA. 

Pak, Pa., Oct. 30.—A destructive fire oc 
curred this morning, originating at balf-past 3, 
in what is known as Smullin's frame block, in 
the centre of the business portion of the city, 
and spread rapidly iu both directions, destroy- 
ing almost the entire business portion of the 
city, tncluding seventy dwellings and business 
houses. ‘The fire spread so rapidly, on account 
of high winde and the scarcity of water, that 
but little could be done to arrest the flames 
until that portion lying between the Mansion 
House and W ison & Manifold’s dry-goods 
house, and from the river to the bluff, was to- 
taily destroyed. About 100 buildings, compris- 
ing the principai business portion of the town, 
were burned, involving a loss of probably 8200, 
000, upon which there is but little insurance, 
as the policies were generally canceled. 
The beaviest losses were sustained by W. H. 
Spain, bardware-dealer; G. D. Prést, dry-cgoods 
house; W. B. Kroskapp and F. Ottenger, drug- 
gists; H. Cohn and A. N. Sadler, clothiers; C. 
Lehman, storebouse; Frisbie Hotel, Pittsburg 
supply store, Gaskill liquor house. The im- 
mense brick block, owned by D. Mead, occupied 
by Diebl. hotei-keeper; McCracken & McCune, 
periodical store; James Miller, jewelry house, 
and M@yer’s cigar and liquor house, the Wash- 
ington Hotel, J. Turke’s hotel, Parker’s cloth- 
ing house, and otheir buiid:ings on both sides of 
the railroad and Front street tor three blocks, 
were eutirely destroyed. Most of the business- 
houses are partially covered by insurance. The 
estimated lugs is over $300,000; insurance about 

200,000. The canse of the fire was incendi- 
arim.

Investigating the Allegations A-raingt the 
Milwaukee House of Cotrection—Severgy 
Witnesses Examined Yesterday.

‘Haase put the buck and 
gag on both of us. My false teeth dropped out 
as he put the gag in my mouth. I got sick at 
the stomach, and the gag cut my mouth. 
At another time he put it on me 
again, and, althbougi I begged oviteously 
to bave it removed, and 
cursed me. Have seep men 
at night. They usually gagved hem at night. 
Have never seen any one but Haase apply the 
gag. Sometimes the men were both gag 
and put in the dark cells.

Encouragement. 


MORNING SESSION. 
third day of the annual meeting of the 
Americal Missionary Association opened in the 
First Congregations! Cbarech yesterday morning 
at the dual Dour. Thre devotional exercises 
ant by. M. McG. Dana, of St. Paul. 
Fairchild, of Oberlin College, and 
of the Vice-Presidents of the Association, 
abel the meeting to order and presided, jn the 
of tht Hon. E. S. Tobey, the President.

jn the South was submitted by the Chairman of 
the Committee. the Rev. C. H. Richards, of 


The paper set forth that the work in the 


was fraught with encouragement, and 

the bearts of the workers had cause to be filled 
with gratitude, for, while the numbers in them- 
selves did not seem large, it must be re- 
membered that the work was comparatively a 
recent one. In view of the peculiar difficulties 
that attend on work in the South, the lack of 
sympathy and the open opposition the repre- 
sentatives of the Association meet, the heritage 
of vice and of moral apathy left to the negro as 
gareadful legacy from the ‘past, and in view of 
the fact that the quiet methods, the searching 
demande for rectitude, the appeals to judg- 
went rather than feeling, which char- 
the system are opposed 

to the traditional instincts and habits of the 
colored people,—this was regarded by the Com- 
mittee as certainly a very good showing. It was 
sonsidered much to gain such a foothold among 
this people, so deeply needing a higher concep- 
tion of religious life, and to win, after years of 
suspicion and hostility, the respect of all classes. 

The Committee also stated that there had been 
an awakened iuterest and effort in the temper- 
ance reform, aiding and correcting evils which 
dad deen the freedmen’s besetting sin. The 
experience of the entire North shows that the 
ebarch needs a school-house alongside to make 
its religion intelligent and sensible. Theologic- 
gl schools were needed, and also field training 
sebools, to fit the workers for the labor before 
them. Their four theological schools, witb their 
sighty-six pupils, are graduating a score of 

a year. 

An address was delivered upon the subject of 

the report by Secretary Woodworth. He took 
grouna that if the work at the South was 
only secular it was worthy of the support of 
Christians; but combining religious with secular 
sducation, the matter sbould inspire enthusi- 
um. The speaker drew a simiie between me 
preeching of the Gospel by the Aposties from 
door to door and the work of the misstonaries 
in the South. They went from house to house 
to the needs of the afflicted an 

the Word of God throughout the 

lengtu and breadth of the land. 

The Hon. E. D. Holton, of Milwaukee, de- 
sired to make a statement. By the morning 
pavers be had seen that his remarks of the day 
before were pot taken kindlv. One paper had 
accused bim of branching off into politics; au- 
other bad said that his remarks had hart the 
feelings of some of the brethren. He certainly 
did not intend to wound anvbody’s feelings, aud 
he did not think he had; but as regarded the 

charge, the young men who represented 
the papers ought not to accuse him of talking 
politics befure the assembly when that body had 
itself into a movement to shape the polit- 
ical policy in regard to the Indian question. His

The Rev. Dr. Strieby submitted his views 
upon the question of the report, offering a num- 
der ot suggestions as to the manner of domg 
the work in the South. 

The re of the Committee was adopted. 

The Nominating Committee was allowed a 
word, and pro the name of the Rev. Mark 
Williams, of China, asa member of the China 
Missionary Committee. 

The report of the Committee on Educational 
Work was read by President A. L. Chapin, of 
Beloit College, Chairman of the Committee. 

This report aleo spoke hopefully of the work. 
When this Association was formed, thirty-three 
years ago, and the educational work was com- 
mencedin the South, nobody had anv idea of 
the network of schools, and theological sem- 

and colleges which vow threaded 
the South for the education of negroes. The 
report went on to describe the methods 
of organizing these schools ana the manner of 
teaching in them. It was explained that these 
schools taught all branches, literary and 
manual, which were calculated to ennoble the 
‘freedmep and lift them up to manhood’s 
standard. As a missionary society, the Com- 
mittee thought the Association must for a Jong 
time give especial attention te the trainimg ot 
teachers, that the foundations of these institu- 
tions might be strengihened. Ihe report also 
emphasized the suggestion that poor young 
men among the colored people should be edu- 
cated, and then sent out to work among ‘their 
own brethren. 

It was moved that the report of the Commit- 
tee be accepted and adopted, and, pending the 
vote upon the question, 1

It gave a history of the treaties of 1858 and 1868 
(Barlingame’s), detailing the provisions of each 
wherein the subjects of either nation were to be 
allowed to go among the people of the other 
and have full liberty. The report quoted state- 
ments of other people that were decidedly in 
opposition to the reports which have been most 
current throughout the country, and contended 
that the sentiment, The Chinese must go,“ 
was diametrically opposed to the principles of 
our religion. i 

The report was accompanied by the following

Readived, That the American Missionary Asso- 
ciation, assemobied in ite thirty-third annual anni- 
versery. believing that the treaties existing be- 
tween the United States and China, so far as they 
relate to the riguts of emigration from one country 
tothe other, and the treatment such emigrants 
should receive from the people and nation among 
whom and in which they live, are right, just, wise, 
and Christian, beartily record its. appreciation of 
the high services President Hayes, under God. has. 
oy his timely veto of the ** Anti-Cbinese bill,” been 
enaoled to render the Republic in preserving in- 
violate its treaty obligations, and also the course 
of CarisuUanity in removing a threatened formidable 
barrier to the evangelization of the Chinese, not 
only in America, dut also in their native land; ana 
the Association hereby tenders him its profound 
thanks for the same. 

Résolved, That the Secretaries of this Associa- 
tion be authdrized to convey to President Hayes 
this our action. 

The Rev. Mr. Bross supplementad the report 
by a brief address, and was sacceeded by the 
Kev. Mark Williams, a missionary in China, 
— remarks were listened to with great at- 
tention. 

Gee Gam, the Chinese convert, again ad- 
dressed the meeting upon this subject. He 
spoke of the work that was being done iu Oak- 
land and ip San Francisco. if they had money 
enough they would organize a school for 
women as they bad for men, but their means 
being limited they could not doit. The school 
for men turned out a good number of converts, 
all of whom were expected to go back to China 
and teach their people. 

Mr. M. S. Crosswell, of Amboy, thought that 
the sentiment of the meeting was to place the 
moral grade of the Chinese. They had some 
good traits of character, but it must not be for- 
gotten that the Chinese should not be elevated 
in our opinions above a low grade of humapity. 

Mr. K. A. Buonell, of Aurora, stated that be 
had been to California several times, and he 
looked at the Ohinese through different eyes 
than the last speaker; in fact, his opinions were 
directly opposit to bis. 

The Rey. J. H. Twichell, of Hartfora, the Rev. 
Mr. Stimpson, and others discussed the resolu- 
tion for some time, after whicb the report and 
the resolutions were accepted and adopted. 

The meeting then took a recess until 20’clock. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Before the adjourumert of the morning ses- 
sion the Business Committee announced that a 
slight change would be made in the afternoon 
program, bringing thé communion service first. 
Consequently this feature of the exercises took 
place from 2 to 3 p. m., and was -participated in 
by a large number of people, and was conducted 
by the Rev. Flavel Bascom, D. D., the Rev. 
Thomas Jones, of Michigan, offering the closing 
prayer. 

The Rey. R. D. Howard offered the opening 
prayer of the business session, which com- 
menced shortly after 8 o’clock, Col. C. G. Ham- 
mond in the chair. 

The first business in order was the reading of 
the report of the Committee on African Mis- 
sions, by the Rey. M. G. Dana, D. D., of St. Paul. 

The Committee’s report bela to the opinion 
that the best means of reaching the natives of 
Africa would be by sending representatives of 
that race among them, and these must be edu- 
cated by the Christians of this country. The 
importance of this work was increasing in mag- 
nitude. Thousands of freedmen were ripe 
in the South to take hold of 
labor, and all that was needed was a 
little energy on the part of the Association. 
There should be no backwardness in taking ad- 
vantage of the means that presented themselves 
at the present time to convert the benighted 
heathea. 

Dr. Dana added to the report a few observa- 
tions of his own. It bad been said that in the 
twentieth century Europe would make Africa a 
world. We did not fully realize the magnitude 
of the work before us. He feit that there was 
very much the same feeling throughout the civ- 
(lized communities at the opening up of Africa 
as Was awakened at the discovery of our own 
continent. Commerce bad taken hold of it, mer- 
chants were looking alter it, and, last of all, 
the Churches were turning their eyes towards 
it. The speaker referred to an outline map of 
Afriea which hung behind him, and said there 
were 186.000,000,—some estimated as high as 
200,000,000 of people who were crying oat to the 
Christians of this land to come over and cem- 
plete the wark commenced by Livingstone, the 
lamentea Dr. Mullins, and Br r Smith, and 
the other martyr missionarieé who had laid 
down their lives in tropical Afriea. He wanted 
to see the standard of Christianity plaojed upon 
those shores and the work go bravely on. 

The Rev. G. A. Pike, of New York, one of 
the District Secretaries of the Association, de- 
scribed the means of getting to the country 
and the state of the climate. There was no 


doubt that the coast of Africa was fatal to the 


white man;it had been called “the burying 
ground of the misstouary.“ But it was be- 
lieved by explorers that back further in the in- 
terior there were healthy agg where 
stations migut be safely selected. @ spoke 
of the great richness of the country. ‘There 
was an abundance of gold; palm oll was pro- 
duced by the ton; coffee grew spontaneously, 
and the speaker had been told that it was the 
best quality of coffee produced in the worid. 
There were trees there measuring thirty feet in 
diameter, whose branches would shelter 
a regiment, which sbowed that the 
iumber possibilities of that country were 
great. Some ot the chiefs manufactured idols 
out of the precious metais, to show their great 
wealth. He described the Nicer River, the long- 
est in the world, be ng over 3,500 miles long, by 
over 800 yards wide, with a volume of water 
flowing into ne sea large enough to overflow 
the Great Desert of Sahara and make it a vast 
navigable inland lake. The speaker described 
some of the barbarous customs of the heathen 
in that country, with the practice of offering 
human life as a sacrifice to their idols. The 
reverend gentleman closed bis interesting re- 
marks by giving an account of the work that 
bad been done by the different missions sta- 
tioned near the coast. 

The Rev. Dr. Goodwin supplemented the re- 
marks of the last speaker by a further descrip- 
tion of the country, according to authorities 
which be bad consulted, and pointed out be dif- 
ferent routes by which the stations might be 
reached. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Foster, of New 
Jersey, the report of the Committee was re- 
ceived and adopted. 

Gen. H. B. Carrington, of Indiana, and an 
otficer of. the regular army, was granted ten 
minutes ip which to say a few words for the In- 
dians, be bav.ng bad some intercourse with them. 
He contended that the white people of 
this country did not do the Indian justice. He 
believed that the latter should be punished as 
we punish a white man and treated as we would 
treat a white man in' regard to contracts. He 
had found that there had been more crimes 
committed in the cities of America sgainst life 
and person in a single year than there had ever 
been committed by the Indians against the 
white settlers. He bad always found that the 
indian was as true to his promise and was as 
honest as the average white man. He depre- 
cated the policy that had been pursued by the 
officers of the Government, and did not blame 
the Indiaes for going upop the war-path upon 
many. occasions. We made a to 
buy a road, and then weot and stole 
the road without giving tne Indians a chance to 
say yes or no, as an old Chief had once told 
the speaker. Reservations were given them 
and then they were — 2 — them, or they 

re ehanged to some other piace. 

The Rev. F. A. Noble, of the Union Park 
Congregational Church, was called upon to 
offer praver especially for the African cause.

The Rev. B. Howard, of the Advance, in- 
troduced a resolution tothe effect that the mag- 
azine called the the American Afissionary, Dr. 
Boynton editor, shoula be takeu in hand by the 
members ot the Association with a view of sup- 
porting it and iacreasing its circulation, 

The resolution, which also included the other 
publications issued in the interest of the 
missionary cause, was adopted. 

The Convention then took a recess until half- 
past 7 o’clock. 


EVENING SESSION. 

The church was tolerably well filled in the 
evening at half-past 7 o’clock. The President 
was in the chair. Music was furnished by the 
Union Park Congregationait Church chorus 
singers. The devotional exercises were led by 
Prof. G. B. Wilcox. 

The Rey. F. Bascom, D. D., of Hinsdale, re- 
lated bis experience while a missionary in Mont- 
gomery, Ala. He was much surprised at the 
intelligence and courtesy that he found among 
the people. Sunday-school lessons were learned 
in the day-schools, and entered into the general 
exercises. There were few of the better classes 
of white people who sympathized with the mis- 
sionaries in their work; those who took the op- 
posit side of the question were largely in the 
majority. 

rof. Uragm@n, a colored graduate of the 
Atlanta University, was introduced to the 
audience, and be delivered a most excellent ad- 
dress, which was warmly applauded by the 
listeners, so thoroughly did he enlist their sym- 
pathies. He said that when he went to work as 
a missionary he expected to get sympathy from 
the white peopie, whose hospitality in the South 
was proverbial. But in this he was disav- 
pointed. He received the cold shoulder entirely 
from that class of people. However, what the 
whites lacked in that regard was made up 
amply by the blacks. Ihe speaker went on 
to defend his race. He said there was so 
much mixture in the blood of the so-called 
negroes that it was difficult for one to say 
where he stood. There were black men, rellow 
men, nut-brown men, and men so nearly waite 
that it was hard to telt where Ham left off and 
Japhet began. [Applause and laughbter.| ‘The 
usual way of illustrating a dlack man was to 
put a striped suit upon bim, represent him with 
thick lips, receding forehead, long heels, and a 
black shiny skin. This was the way he was 
pictured in minstrel shows and upon the ad- 
vertisements of stove-blacking. [Laugbter.] 
Women —hristiau womeu—had been known 
te terrify their children when they 
did wrong by telling them that 
the black man would get them if they were not 
good. He thought it was too bad to caricature 
the negro in that way simply because he was 
black. Aud,“ said he, we are rot so black, 
after all.“ And he went on to quote from an 
editor in the South. Lhe latter was describing 
a school. which he said was open alike to black 
and white children, and commented upon the 
fact that there was not a white child among the 
lot, proceeding thereafter to state that nearly 
all bore evidence of miscegenation; two girls 
being very fair, Albinos, with light hair, blue eves, 
and delicate complexion. Aud yet “there was 
net a white child among them.“ Jape weyred, 
The speaker then noted the progress that ha 
been made by the colored man since be obtained 
bis freedom. He had knocked at the door o! 
the Senate Chamber and had been admitted: 
he bad been sent to the Courtof Spain; 
be had even applied for admission to West 
Point, that castle of aristocracy and pride, and 
be had, after many hard knocks, emerged from 
the sacred portals a fuil-lledged Lieutenant of 
Horse, and he migat yet be called upou to draw 
bis sword in the defense of bis country. 
4—— He suggested that if the whtte 
people would make the negro equal to the white 
man, color would soon ecase to extst. [Ap- 
plause.] He was not there to defend the 
colored man from the charges of iasmoralitry, and 
yet there were some things that were hard to be 
understood. A poor darky might steal a 
watermelon or a chicken from a plantation 
away in the South, aud we entire bilac« race 
was immoral], aithough Tammany could steal 
all of New York City; a Legislature might con- 
sume haif of an expensive session in ferreting 
out fraud, and a politician might write ciphers 
for years, and yet nobody ever thougut of con- 
demumg the whole white race as thieves. 
[Great applause.} The blacks were a comely 
race, the speaker said, and asked where the 
people would see more handsome -public men 
than some of the educated refined blacks. Some 
of the most beautiful people in the country 
were those in whose veins coursed the rich, 
warm blood of Africa. Applause. 

The Professor was listened to attentively 
throughout his address. His manner was easy, 
his gestures graceful, and his language fluent 
and perfectly correct. Not a speaker during 
the Convention bas pleased an audience more. 

The Rev. Mr. Powell related an anecdote, 
consisting of an interview with a colored man 
in the South, illustrating the fact that the 
Association, although under the control of Con- 
gregationalists, turned out from their institu- 
tions of learning vreachers for the Baptist and 
other denominations. 

The President, the Hon. E. 8. Tobey, submit- 
‘ted an address, which summed up the work of 
the Association for the past year, and prophesied 
for the future; also giving some suggestions 
which he thought were needed. There was no 
concealing the fact that there was at least one 
duty for this and kindred Associations to per- 
form, and that was to elevate and educate the 
freedmen of the South. The Emaucipation 
Proclamation had thrown 4,000,000 of ignorant, 
degraded people upon the country as voters. 
Wheiher they should be used as tools in the 
hands of designing politicians, or whether they 
should be instructed so that they might vote 
intelligently, was a matter for the consideration 
of all Christian people. 

The Rev. A. A. Elisworth, of Galesburg, was 
announced as the next speaker, but he took the 
plattorm and graciouslv forebore to deliver the 
address which he had prepared on account of 
the lateness of the hour and the probable weari- 
ness of the people. 

The Rey. Dr. Noble, of this city, was intro- 
duced by the Chairman, and spoke concerning 
the condition of the colored people, and 
the politics of the count in general 
as related to and regulated by Christian- 
ity. He went back isto ancient history 
for illustrations and alluded to the appearance 
of representatives of all the despised races at 
the meeting the night before, each relating his 
experience in finding Jesus with touching

EDUCATIONAL. 


Regular Semi. Monthly Meeting of the Board 
rue Demand for More Schuols—Statistics 


of Attendance. 

The Board of Education held a regular semi- 
monthly meeting last evening, President Hoyne 
in the chair, and all present except English, 


Armstrong, and Steusland. 

Inspector Bartlett, from the Committee on 
Buildings and Grounds, submitted a report with 
reference to additional school accommodations, 


ffom which the following was taken: 

There are 1,651 pupils attending school in the 
North Division in rented buildings, and 1,121 
attending half-day schools, one-half of whom 
should be provided for. ‘Thereisalack of ac- 
commodations at the present time for about 
2.200. The new building at the corner 
of Oak and Bremer streets will reduce 
the number to 1,400. To meet the demand two 
sites and buildings were need,—one in the vicin- 
itv of Sedgwick and Eugenia streets, and the 
other in the vicinity of Wells and Huron streets: 

There is but one rented building in the South 
Division which accommodates 200 pupils. There 
are 1,945 who attend half-day schoois. To meet 
the demand there were necessary a building on 
the site recently authorized to be purchased at 
the corner of Wallace and Thirty-fifth, and 
another on the site corner of ‘hirty-fifth and 
Linu#ln streets, and another near the corner of 
Halsted and Twenty-sixth streets. , 

In the West Division there are 3,969 pupils 
attending balf-day schools and 2,524 in rented 
buildings. Five buildings are now in the course 
of erection, but o hers were needed,—one on 
the Wicker Park school lot and two west of the 
Columbus, Chicago & Indiana Ceutral tracks,— 
one in the vicinity of Jackson street and Cali- 
fornia avenue, and the otherin tne vicinity of 
Sacramento avenue and Walnut street. 

The same Inspector also submitted a state- 
ment of the condition of the fund applicable to 
the purchase of school-sites and the erection of 
school buildings Oct. 30, 1879: The cash- on 
hand is 891.129. 11.—less lia bijities, $26,768.50, 
leaving $64,360.61. Due (old account), $140.- 
931285; balance of 1878 appropriation unexpend- 
ed, less probable loss in collection, $12,357.50; 
appropriation of 1879, less probabie loss in col- 
lection, $126,000: total cash and uncollected 
taxes, $343,649.46. 

‘The Committee asked for authority to 

ADVERTISE FOR A SITE 
in the vicinity of California avenue and Jackson 
street, and also proposals for the purchase of 
the Warren avenue lot and building. : 

Iusbector Frake moved as an amendment 
that the Committee be authorized to advertise 
for a site ia the vicinity of Sacremento avenue 
and Walout street. 

Inspector Richberg was opposed to baying 
proverty now. It could be purchased two or 
three months hence cheaper than vow. 

Inspector Stone was of the same opinion. 

Inspector Frake uregd that the contracts for 
four new buildings should be let thie winter; 
otherwise they would not be ready for occupancy 
next September. 

The amendment was agreed to, and the author- 
ity asked for by the Committee granted. 

On motion of Inspector Richbderg, the new 

building on West Thirteenth street was named 
the West ‘Phirteenth Street School. 
- Inspector Kelth, trom the Committee on 
School-Fund Property, reported that they had 
advertised for proposals for the purchase or 
lease of the Madison-street frontage of the 
property now occupied by the Scammon School. 
Only one proposal bad been received which 
would be rn to accept. —one offering 
an annual rental of $5,000 for the first five vears 
of a lease for thirty years. The Committee had 
not beau able to satisfy themselves as to the ro- 
spovsibility of the party making the proposal, 
and they asked fur ner time to report thereen, 
and also asked authority to readvertise the 
property if, jn their opinion, on further cunsid- 
cration, it would be to the interest of the Board 
to do 80. 

The report was concurred in. 

Inspector Frankenthal, from the Finance 
Com mittee, presented, without recommendation, 
the bills of several Principale of schools, 
amounting to $50, for services in the examina- 
tion of teachers during vacation. 

They were laid on the table. 

BACK TAXES. 


A long talk took place regarding the $115,000 
of back taxes which the Board claims, and the 
matter was finally referred to the Committee on 
Judiciary, with instructions to confer with the 
City Law Department abont it. 

Superintendent Doty vresented a table show-

The New York Public, in its weely review 
of the business of the country, brings for- 
ward some facts of extraordinary interest 
that have been gleaned from the reports of 
clearing-houses for the week. From this

ENGLISH LIBEL-SUITS. 
The English Oourts are just now busily 
occupied with libel-suits of an unusually 


interesting charaeter and peculiarly piquant 


in their phases. With. the criminal suit 
brought by Mr. Lawson, the editor of the 
London Telegraph, against M. Lanovorrnx, 
the clever but unscrupulous satirist of Truth, 
and the circumstances commencing with 4 
personal assault which led up to it, dur 
readers are familiar. Though M. Lasov- 
CHERE is likely to be committed for trial, the 
assaults upon Lawson do not cease. They 
are not actionable, but they are none the less 
objectionable to the latter on that account. 
M. Lasovucuersz is a bitter lampoonist, and 
his satire and railery keep Lawson before 
the public in a very ridiculous light and shut 
off every possibility of a reply, since the 
more such attacks are answered the more 
ridiculous the respondent appears. Another 
libel which threatens to come before the 
courts, that of Roperr Mirime, M. P., 
Surgeon-Major on the Retired List of the 
Bombay Army, as he signs himself, and 
husband of Miss Saran Novara, an actress, 
against the London Era, promises to be full 
of bumor. The alleged libel is contained in 
the declaration of the Fru that the lady’s 
appearance was not much in her favor.“ In 
his published card, the Surgeon-Major rushes 
to the defense of his wife’s beauty of face 
aud form with a zeal and ardor not often 
characteristic of husbands, who are more apt 
to see beauty in other faces than those which 
shine in their own households. He is sure 
that the moment the jury looks at her they 
will recognize a beauty of such order as bas 
not been seen on the stage since the days of 
Stwpoxs. He declares that she could not 
get an engagement at the Royalty Theatre 
because the manageress (of course it would be 
a woman) would not allow herself to be 
eclipsed by so beautifula woman. He says 
that men and women turn round and look at 
her on the street; he asserts that she has 
eyes like a gazelle’s, ‘‘and I (who carried 
off the prize for anatomy in the Uni- 
versity of Edinburg) tell you that 
I have never seen so splendidly proportioned 
a figure.” There is husbandly devotion for 
you. The song of Sonemon can hardly outdo 
his tribute to his wife’s beauty, and one can 
imagine how on the witness-stand he will 
dilate upon her tibia, and fibula, and meta- 
tarsals, and wax eloquent over the Hogarthian 
curves of the femur, and the contour of clav- 
iole and humerus, with a professional pride 
only excelled by his husbandly devotion. 
Her appearance is evidently in her favor 
with the Surgeon-Major, if not with the edit- 
or of the ra, but whether he can recover 
damages on that account will depend very 
largely upon bis wife’s ability to dazzle the 
jury with her conspicuous beauty. 

The first-named libel is a question how far 
one can go i the use of political slang and 
the billingsgate which always attaches to 
partisan contests,” The jury will have to de- 
cide how much mud can be thrown and how 
nasty the mud may be. The second libel 
will decide whether one is justified in passing 
upon a woman’s personal appearance, —a new 
point in dramatic cri.icism. A third libel 
suit—that of the husbands of Mrs, Lanerry 
and Mrs. Connwaciis West against ApoLpxus 
RosENBERG, the editor of a flashy paper, the’ 
London Totwon Talk—has very properly de- 
cided that a man is not justified in personally 
and viciously criticising ladiew because they 
happen to be beautiful. His punishment, 
eighteen months in a dungeon cell, is 
none too severe. There were no grounds for 
his strictures, exeept that these ladies en- 
joyed a public notoriety for the conspicu- 
ousness of their personal charms; that they 
gratified a weakness which may amount to a 
very silly vanity, but is not on that account 
open to public oriticism, in allowing their 
photographs to be sold in the shops, and 
that they were on terms of friendly inter- 
course with the Prince of Wales. There was 
no excuse for the editor of the flashy news- 
paper on any one of these grounds, It is 
certainly no fault of the ladies that they are 
beautiful; on the other hand, it strikes us 
as ‘‘greatly to their credit.” They probably 
have to suffer enough from the envies, and 
jealousies, and depreciations of private criti- 
cism, thongh this may be offset by the adora- 
tion and homage they are sure to receive 
from the opposit sex, That 
should resent the fact that they 
are beautiful argues not oly a 
want of manly gallantry and courtesy, 
but abnormal and preposterous qualities not 
characteristic of the average man, It does 
not speak well for the taste of the ladies that 
they allow their photographs to be exposed 
for sale by the side of the professional nudi- 
ties in the shop-windows, and with equal 
force it exposes the very silly vanity of the 
two husbands who take a pleasure in the pro- 
miseuous peddling of their wives’ pictures ; 
but even this exbibition of pitiable foolish- 
ness Offers no excuse for the outrageous con- 
duct of the paper in question. The third 
ground, their acquaintance with the Prince 
of Wales, offers no palliation for thé slander. 
The Prince of Wales may not be a very 
desirable acquaintance, There have been 
many ugly rumors as to the morals and pro- 
prieties of his private life, and he has been 
oo-respondent in one or two cases that did 
not throw a very brilliant light upon 
his manly virtues.

There are not wanting encouraging signs 
that Mr. Hewny Warrzrson, the editor of 
the Douisville Courier-Journal, is slowly be- 
ing clothed in his right mind.

bition for something better and nobler than idle- 
ness, The greatest blessing, im fact, that Ken- 
tucky can have will be a period when public educa- 
tion becomes thoroughly popular and fashionable. 
Let us have an educational boom.” 

This is all very well so far as it goes, but 
the educational boom is not the only boom 
that is wanted. Undoubtedly there will be 
a great improvement when the people of 
Kentucky learn to read and write, but they 
must unlearn many things before Mr. War- 
TERSON's boom will help them. They must 
quit the use of whisky as the staple 
drink, They must renounce the odious 
dogma of State-sovereignty, They must 
abolish caste, They must treat the ne- 
gro as a man and à brother. They must 
quit shooting and carvinge each other 
for fancied offenses. They must go 
to oburch and be good Ohristians. 
They must give up the impression 
that draw-poker is the highest accom- 
plishment of the citizen, and that a 
horse-race represents the highest type of 
human achievement. They must recognize 
the imperative necessity that exists for an 
expansion of missionary labor throughout 
the State.

THE LURAY LYNCHING. 


Inquiry into the Causes Lead- 
ing to the Death of 
Bill Young, 


Who Was Hangedat Luray, 
Mo., Wednesday 
Night. 


The Little Town Still Greatly 
Excited Over the Sensa- 
tional Affair. 


As Usual in Such Cases, No One 
Knows Who Was Impli- 
cated, 


But It Is Presumed that Some of the 
Best Citizens Actively Par- 
ticipated. 


Another Batch of Very Interesting Tes- 
timony in the ayden Poison- 


The Ingenious Defense Much 
Shaken by the Scientific 
Experts. 


THE LURAY LYNCHING. 
Special Diapaich to The Tribune. 
Kgoxuk, Ia, Oct. 30.—Intense interest is felt 
throughout this section in the lynching of Bill 


Young at Luray, Mo., yesterday, but the excite- | 
ment bas greatly subsided. Ihe mob have all 


dispersed to their homes, and to-day everything 
has been quiet at the scene of tragic affair. 
At 9 o’clock this morning the 13 arrived 
at the house, and proceeded to bold an inquest. 
The body of Young was stretched upon a board, 
neatly dressed in a suit of black broadcloth, the 
features calm and placid, much as he ap- 
peared in life, save a slight dis- 


coloration, especially about the neck ang 


ears. Drs. Payne and Stafford made ap out- 
ward examination of the body, and reported 
that they found four gunsbet wounds in the 
breast, near the right shoulder, but do not 
think that death would have resulted from 
them. There was also a gunshot wound in the 
right arm, below the elbow, but not necessarily 
fatal or of a serious character. Joho Young, 
aged 18, the son of Bili Young, testified as- fol- 
lows: Father was first shot at the west 
window, down-stairs; next shot at the north 
window, uv-stairs. Don’t know who did 
the shooting. Of the persons that 1 
knew outside were O. S. Cross, Bill Cameron, 
Frank and Charley Carter, and Frank Lave. In 
the crowd the men were armed with pistols and 
guns. Also saw Henry Bartlett, John O'Neil, 
and “ suffallo” or Bully Smith. I judge there 
were 150 men about the premises, if not 
more. Henry Bartlett and a man from Kaboka 
came in’ before the shooting commenced, and 
said if pa would pay the costs of t“ suis con- 
fees to the killing of the Svencer family, and 
leave the country they would do no more. He 
told them he bad nothing to confess, but would 
give them all he owned and leave the county, as 
he was an inneceut man. Pa then seat for 
Frank Lane, but he didn’t come till he was shot 
upstairs. Pa told Lave he forgave them all for 
what they were doing, and that some day they 
would all repent, and begged for God's sake vot 
to be so cruel as to commit this murder. They 
then dragged him down-stairs by the heels, and 
wanted him to teil them something about John 
Laugford. Fifteen men were in the 
room, and, when Alick fYalton told 
them to stand back and give 
the man air, Yalton was threatened by one of 
the mob. There was no shot fire@ from the 
house. Saw pa banging by the gate, and helped 
Mr. Bowman take bim down. He was then 
dead. Dr. Murdock came in, and, I think, Nate 
Frazee, after father was taken back to the 
house. I think be would have lived had he not 
been hung. The rope used was u balter and 
headstall taken from the stable. 

David Bowman teftified that when he arrived 
at the house he passed through a crowd of men 
at the shop; saw J. Cameron, and knew he was 
an enemy of young; in the crowd of men I 
recognized Frank Lane, Bill Smith, Young 
Beard, Bill Taylor, Bill Carter, Willard King, 
Pete Rowe, Nate Frazee, Jr., Bill Fleming, Van- 
dolab (of Kahoka), and one of the Scotts. 
The first move 1 saw was the 
throwing of turpentine balis on the roof of the 
house. One of the balls burned on the ground 
near the building. Frank Lane appeared to be 
the leader. When taken to the gate two men 
had Young by the arma aad a man at each leg. 


Young was begging and praying all the 
time. When the time was up the 
wegon was pushed up to the gate, with 
Young in it. Lane put the rope 


around Young’s neck; am sure he done it.

The testimony of Mrs. Young and Rosa Young 
was similar to above. 

The verdict of the jury was that the deceased 
came to bis death by hanging at the hands ol a 
mob. It is believed here that Gov. Phelps will 
take the whole matter in charge, and that the 
Adjutant-General will be dispatched to Clark 
County for the purpose of meking arrests. If 
this de so, the power of the State will de fur- 
nished, and an army if necessary. This is the 
suppusition at this time of writing, however, 
not supported by authority. Not more than 
seventy-five persons were at Gaenig’s house 
this afternoon. 

Luray is comparatively quiet, unless it be an 
occasional squad of men seen standing in the 
street talking in a low, confiding manner on 
this, the etent of the day, Lane is in Luray, 
and Attorney Coffman is not far distant. 

The mob was thoroughly organized. They 
met near Kahoka Tuesday night, and elected a 
Captain to take command. Ihe latter turned 
up missing in the morning, and Detective Lane 

chosen Captain pro tem., and served in that 
capacity all day. When first orgaviszed the mob 
was eighty to 125 strong. After reaching 
Young’s house they were joined by 200 to 300 
others, who were mainly spectators, taking no 
active part. The mob was composed principally 
of young or middie-agea men. Reports are 
conflicting as to the character of the men com-

HAYDEN. . 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Nzw Havzn, Conn., Oct. 30.—The medical 
and general testimony in the Hayden trial to- 
day was an agreeable departure from the strict- 
ly scientihe teatimony of several days past. By 
the evidence of Deputy-Sheriff Hull the pros- 
ecution made the strong point against the ac- 
cused that he said nothing about the artenic he 
bought on the day of the tragedy until after he 
knew that the body of the murdered girl was to 
be exhumed and examined for poison, and, fur- 
ther than this, that Hayden finally designated 
his barn as the hiding-place of the poison, after 
knowing that Hull overlooked that place in 
searching the house and premises generally. The 
druggist who sold the arsenic to Hayden, when 
confronted with him to-day in the court-room, 
failed to positively identify him, but thie does 
not injure the prosecution, for Hayden has 
already admitted purchasing the poison at his 
store, 

On the question of identification of this lot 
of poison with the arsenic found in the mur- 
dered girl’s stomach, the defense made a strong 
point that the sample from the same jar pro- 
cured by the State as evidence came from the 
scrapings of the bottom of the jar, which dpr- 
ing many years of use bad held hundreds of 
pounds of arsenic, bence the inference was 
given the jury that these scrapings could not 
fairly be relied on for identification by 
comparison, as they probably represented the 
remains of many separate lots. ; 

Interesting medical testimony was given by 
Dr. P. A. Jewett, a famous medical expert, re- 
siding in New Haven, as to the action of arsenic 


on the human stomach. He gad that ninety 


grains (a teaspoonful) of arsenic could be swal- 
lowed without water, a8 its irritation wouid 
create saliva sufficient to carry it down. Arsenic 
produees in the stomach irritation and inflam- 
mation, a determination of blood and enlarging 
of the small blood vessels, and redness of the 
inner coating at and around the points touched 
by the poison. Arsenic must be placed in a 
dead stomach at least twenty-four hours after 
death to produce any of the effects noticeabie 
where poison is introduced in the stomach 
during the life of the subject. 

Prof. Moses C. White, of Yale College, was 
interrogated at length on the same points, and 
corroborated the statements of the precedin 
witness. Witness testified that he furnishea 
the State’s experts two human stomachs for 
arsenical tests, but refused to state where he 
got them, unless so ordered by the Court. This 
refusal was on the right of professional secrecy, 
it being the usual condition by relatives that 
post-mortem examinations be permitted or parts 
removed for examination only on promise of 
secrecy. 

The Court instructed witness that he*must 
answer if the question is insisted upon, where- 
upon the prosecution offered, in order to save 
the witness from embarrassment, to expunge 
from the case all the testimony that had already 
been given regarding the stomachs. Counsel 
for de‘ense expressed an unwillingness, as the 
testimony has gooe to and affected the jury, 
but wiil decide to-morrow.

WAKEFIELD’S WICK EDNESS. 

Sr. Louis, Oct. 30.—The talk of the town 
to-day js the trial of A. B. Wakefield, in the 
Criminal Cort, for perjury, which resulted in 
the jury bringing in a verdict of guilty, ata 
late bour last night. Mr. Wakefield lost the 
composure which he has maintained threugh- 
out the trial, and was profoundly dejected. 
And well he might; for the verdict (which can 
bardly be upset. in the upper courts) assessed 
his punishment at two years in the Peniten- 


tiary. ‘ 

The evidence in the trial shows that for years 
Wakefield, through his ſulluence with a mem- 
ber of the Police Board, has carried on a scheme 
of robbery and blackmail against the gamblers 
of St. Louis. For years: Robert C. Pate, the 
proprietor of a large keno room, and a well- 
known sporting man, Tom Smith, and other 
gamblers, have given up thousands of dollars 
uncer various arraugements to Wakefield for 
* protection.” The protection consisted 
principally of advance warnings of intended 
„raids by the Police Department. Robert C. 
Pate testified that he paid Wakefield 50 per 
cent of the profits of the gcame—2 per cent for 
Wakefield and 26 for bis assistant, Bill Thomp- 
soa—aud $400 a month for a member of the 
Board, aud that he was always warned in ad- 
vance of the coming of the police. 

‘These potitications came in different shapes; 
generally Wakefield would casually remark, * 
would hate to be the owner of a gambling-house 
at 9 o’clock to-night,” and at that bour the 
officers would come on their intended raid, only 
to find the doors closed and everything quiet. 

Mr. Pate testified that the member of the 
Police #oard to whom be understood the money 
went was Dr. James C. Nidelet, and the elose 
and intimate association between him and 
Waketield leaves no doubt that he was 
the man. The partnership betweeu Nide- 
let and Wakefield was clearly shown in 
the evidence obetore a Legislative Ip- 
vestigating Committee last winter. Subsequent 
to the investigation, the Grand Jury took the 
matter up. Wakefield, among others, was 
called beiore them, and testified that be bad 
never received a cent from the gamblers of St. 
Louis except for legal services. Hence the in- 
dictment for perjury; and bence also the con- 
vietion in the face of we evidence above given. 

Wakefield has a queer record here. He firat 
became known in connection with a gambling 
house, out of which he made a fortune. He 
subsequently became interested in the Grand 
Ooera-House. He bas made pretensions to be- 
ing a member of the Bar, banging out a shingle 
in front of his office, but bas never been known 
to practice in any of the courts. 

Of late years he has beec known an the inti- 
mate friend of George Phelps. At Jefferson 
City Wakefield was always received at the 
Gubernatorial mansion. In St. Louis the Gov- 
ernor was as frequently Wakefleld’s guest at the 
Pianters’ House, the latter setting apart for him 
a box in the Opera-House, and spowing his Ex- 
cellency the city dy gasligbt. The course of 
Gov. Phelps for vears in regard to the St. Louis 
Police Department is believed to have deen 
dictated by Wakefield, whose early course is 
said to have been, at different times, that of a 
barkeeper on the river; a confidence man in 
Chicago, and acanvict at the Alton Peniten- 
tiary. 

A motion for a vew trial, and also for arrest- 
ing judgment, were filed this morning, and Sat- 
urday was se3 to hea the argument.

Fortunately 
its absence in this opera is not so telling as in 
many others, for, while there are two or three 
strong concerted effects, the musical interest 
lies specially in the work assigned to tne Jester, 
and this is so constant and exacting that Rigo- 
letto”’ may almost be called a baritone opera; 
in the arias, particularly those for soprano and 
tenor, two of which, the Caro nome” and 
“La donna mobile,” are among Verdi’s best;

best he has ever written, aud a number that 
comes very near inspiration 4s compared with 
the conventional cat-and-dried manner in which

MULVEY’S HOMESTEAD. 
ANOTHER DEMOCRATIC CANARD EXPLODED. ' 

An afternoon campaign sheet, which is trying 
to drive the Socialistic mule into the Demo- 
cratic ranks, published yesterday an absurd 
story to the effect that one D. T. Mulvey, a car- 
penter doing business at the corner of Lake and 
La Salle streets, had been devrivedfof his home 
through the trickery and doubdle-dealing of Sen- 
ator W. T. Johnson, the Republican nominee 
tor County Treasurer.

Sybrandt; that Syorandt purchased his hardware 
for business parposes from Johnson, and ar- 
ranged with uim to get Muivey to work out 
the notes in labor; that aiter Mulvey paid iu 
labor the notes, be demanded them of Sybrandt, 
who put him off from time to time, stating that 
Mr. Johnson bai the notes and trust-deed in 
safe-keeping, and that when Mulvey called on 
Mr. Jonnson for the notes the latter surprised 
him by safing that be owned them. The st 
goes On to say that, the coutractor proving to 
de irresponsible and wortbiess, Mulvey bad bim 
arrested and tried on 4 charge of obtaining 
goods under talse pretenses, and that at this 
junctare Mr. Johnson deserted his partner in 
crime,”’ and swore that, although he knew 
Sybrandt was collecting the notes in labor, the 
collection was unauthorized by him. ‘The tale 
of oppression furcher alleges that afterwards 
Mr. Jobnson sued Mulvey for the notes, and is 
pow attempting to deprive him of the fruits of 
his labor under the trast deed, 

A TRIBUNE reporter bunted uo Senator John- 
sou yesterday. and had a conversation with him 
upon the et of Mr. Mulvey’s claim as set 
forth in the evening campaign sheet. ‘The Sen- 
ator made the following statement in relation to 
the affair: 

„hne man Sybrandt some years ago owed me 
alittle money. In payment he brought me the 
Mulvey notes, which I purchased, paying him 
in cash the balance over the ameunt he owed 
me. The notes were secured by a trust deed on 
a lot of land. The original maker of the not 
was a rother of the man wno is mentioned inf 
the evening paper, but he is now dead, and the 
present Muilveyis administrator of the estate. 
The original Muivey was work eng for Sybrandt, 
and 1 haye no doubt the latter conveyed to Mul- 
vey the idea that be owned the notes after he had 
sold them tome. After the notes came due I 
on several occasions requested both Muivey, 
who made them, and Sybrindt, who indorsed 
them, to pay them. Fimaily, when Mulvey 
found out tbat Sybrandt was not the bona fide 
owner of the notes, he had him arrested and 
tried deore the Criminal Court. I foreclosed 
the thing, and the proceedmgs are now pend- 
ing. Loifered Mulvey his own terms upon 
which to settle the affair; told bim that if he 
wanted ten years to pay the notes in be could 
have it, and, if that time was not long enough, 
even a greater extension.“

3 ritimate business interests of 
that PFindin ge portion of my con- 
stituents interested in the matter, I introduced 
and supported the ‘Truck’ bill. It passed the 
Lower House, of which I am a member, with 
little difficulty. In the Senate it met with seri- 
0 ition. Among others. I tabored with 
Stor Johnsor, au old friend of mine, to sup- 
port the bill. He said there were no corpora- 
tion stores in bis locality, and hence such leis- 
lation was not needed for bis people. On the 
contrary, be said, it would interfere with many 
ol the ordinary avocations of Cook County. It 
was true, I held, that the provisions of the Dill 
would interfere with the convenience of or- 
dinary mechanics, as would be inevitable in all 
such legislation, but the evil to be corrected 
in my district was much greater than any barm 
that could result from it there. Johnson’s coa- 
stituency seemed to be differently situated, 
there bemg thousands of private stores and no 
corporation stores in Cook County. I respected 
his motives and vever blamed him for nis con- 
duct ia that connection. I never had a doubt 
but that he acted honestly in the matter,— 
acted without having any ulterior object in 
view other than the benefit of his constituents. 
On the other band, his reputation is above re- 
proach as a man of integrity.” 

“You were, doubtiess, both acting for the 
benefit -of the workingmen of your respective 
constituencies?” - 

“T was somewhat radical in legislation de- 
signed to help the laboring classics as mainly 
represented in my district, consisting largely of 
miners, and Johnson frequently, and with the 
utmost willingness, co-operated with me. Ik 
the laboring menu have no worse enemy than

Had he been familiar with the practical work- 
ings of the *‘ company stores,“ I don’t think he 
would have insisted upon the proposed amend- 
ments. He objected to the contract clause, and 
we tried to so word it that contracts would be 
impossidle. In good plain English, we wanted 
the miners paid in lawful money, and that they 
be permitted to trade where they chose. Senator 
Johnson, as I now remember, was in favor of 
the laweul money clause, but objected to the 
contract part tnhereot. ° 

As au ardent supporter of the bill,—not that 
I indorsed it in every particular,—I may safety 
say that the impression left upon my mind was 
such that, should the miners and workingmen 
again request me to gu to Springfield with a bill 
making reasonabie demands, I should expect to 
at once enlist Senator Johnson’s hearty co-opera- 
tion in its behalf.

All the clothing was gone but the 
shirt. The body was not mutilated. The arms 
were extended at the sides of the head, 
the face looked as peaceful and natural as in 
life, but blood was runving from the mouth. 
I stooped to kiss bim, but, just as my lips were 
near bis, I saw an Indian standing stone- 
still looking at me, so I turned and walked 
away. Douglass afterward said that my hus- 
band was shot througa jhe side of the head. 
Preparations to leave immediately were made. 
It was dark, and Douglass lost no 
time in getting started. Being lame. 
I eaeked to ride behind Douglass. Doug- 
lass' breath smelt strongly of whisky. He 
said, “Your father dead? I bad a father once.

Early one 
morning we began to move again. it was 4 
long and terrible journey that day. I rode a 
pony with neither saddle, nor bridie, nor 
stirrups. Not a single halt was made, and my 
pain was so great that 

THE COLD DROPS sTOOD ON MY FOREHEAD. 

I eould only cling to the pouy by riding 
astride. Josephine and Mrs. Price rode ahead. 
One of the mountains was so steep that after 
making part of the ascent, Douglass’ party 
had to turn back and go around it. 

We reached a camping-ground half an hour 
after dark, and pitched our tents in the valley. 
I was so faint that I could not get off the 
horse nor move until a kind woman 
assisted me to the ground. I was too ill and 
exhausted to eat, and I went to bed without any 
supper. We stayed at this place several 
days. As the soldiers approached the Indians 
moved further south, until they reached the 
pleasant meadows on Plateau Creek, below 
Grand River. Before we reached this last 
place, Douglass permitted Josephine to 
come to zee me every day, and the 
long hours were more endurable. The courage 
of the brave girl cheered mevery much. My 
life would not bave been safe had it not beenfor 
her influence with the Indians. She could speak 
some of their language, and she made them 
cease terrifying me 
WITH THEIR HORRIBLE THREATS AND INDECENT 

STOBLES. 

She finally forced Douglass to give me a saddle 
so that in the last days of the journeying 1 had 
something besides a bare-back horse to ride 
upon. It gave me great joy to bave her, as we 
passed each other, sing out cheerily, Keep up 
good courage, mother; I am all right. We shall 
not be killed.” 

The last evenings of our stay were devoted to 
songs and merry-making. Mrs. Price joined in 
some of the choruses, because it helped us and 
made the Indians more lenient. They told a great 
variety of stories, and cracked jokes on each 
other, and on the white men. They had dances 
and medicine festivals. However, the 
Indians were troubled and aunious 
about the troops.

GRANT AT OGDEN. 

The Geseral and Party Make a Short Halt 
at This Point-A Beception—Speech by 
Grant—Interesting Incident Departure 
for Omaha, 9 4

Sart Lak. Utah, Oct. 30.—The special train 
carrying Gen. Grant and party arrived in Ogden 
at 2:40 this afternoon. About 300 Gentile eiti- 
zens of Sait Lake went to Ogden to do the dis- 
tinguished traveler honor, and railroad em- 
plohes with others at the Junction swelled the 
crowd to 500, The Mormons were conspicuous 
io their absence. When President, Grant always 
remem Dered the Saints in bis anuual message to 
Congresa, and for this unpleasant attention 
they bold him in detestation, When the train 
drew up at the station Gov. Emery, Gen. John 
E. Smitb, commandant of Fort Douglas, fellow- 
towasman of Grant, and some few 
others, boarded the General’s car, and 
informed im that « “delegation from 
Salt Lake were present to pay their respects. 
The General was suffering severely from a 
wrench in his back caused by the train, while be- 
tween Terrace and Corinne. on turning a sharp 
curve, throwing him off his feet while drawing 
a glass of water. The General was suffering 
severely, but responded to the invita- 
tion by appearing on the platform to listen 
to a brief address of welcome by the Governor. 
His appearance was greeted with hearty and 
prolonged applause. Gen. Grant made the 
folowing little s h;

I again thank you 
for this kind welcome, and wish you all well.“

POSSIBLE MURDER. 


A Constable and a Milkman Have a 
Friendly Encounter with Beer and Bul. 
lets— The Constable Arrested. 

A shooting affray, which gave the police and 
the reporterg considerable trouble, occurred 
shortly after 6 o’clock last evening ip the saloon 
of Henry Tegtmeyer, at No. 1401 Halsted street, 
near the corner of Thirty-sixth street.

Klee claimed 
that, as Sommer had ordered the beer, he 
ought to pay for it, and that if he was 
not in the company of a gentleman who was 
willing to pay for it, he would have to undergo 
the operation known as the grand bounce. Klee 
then paid for the drinks, and, some harsh words 
ensuing, Sommer struck him several times 
and knocked him down. The saloon-keeper 
separatea them, but they again clinched, and 
Kiee was knocked down.

Sommer bad been wounded until they saw the 
blood.

The Chinese and Japanese Fiecsts. 
New York Times. 

Asameansof convincing the Japanese that 
they are strong on the sea as well as on the 
land, the Chinese Government has recently held 
agreat usval review of its toreign-built war- 
vessels off the mouth of the Yang-teze River. 
This occasion brought together under one head 
for the first time the squadrons that are at- 
tached to the Sbanghai and the Foochow sta- 
tions. Ordinarily. these two fleets, which are 
controlled by distinct Governor-General. have 
almost as little in common as would be the case 
if they belonged to different nations. If 2 
frigate of the Shanghai fleet were to be repaired 
at the Foochow Nav;-Yard, she would be 
charged for material, labor, and dockage, pre- 
cisely as though she were an English or Ameri- 
can Government ship. However, in view of a 
possibile maritime war with the Japahese, it 
was thought expedient to unite’ these 
two divisions in a general review. The 
result does wot seem to have been quite 
so terrifying as it was hoped it would be. The 
fleet consists, ali told, of eleven vessels, rang- 
ing from 250 to 1.500 tons. which, witb ove or 
two exceptions, fairly represent the style of 
war-vessel in accepted use about fifteen years 
ago. The officers and men are all Chinese,—a 
fact which does not argue against their 
ngutical efficiency, fur the natives of the sea- 
coast of the Flowery Kingdom make excellent 
common sailors,and safe, though sometimes 
overcautious, officers. One trouble which was 
shown by the review to exist was in the diversity 
ofarmament, for each vessel bad cannon of | 
a peculiar make. There were ns made by 
Krupp, Armstrong, Whitworth, Vavaseur, and 
a vumber of other weil-koown makers, each 
pattern gequiring its own shot and shell. It is 
easy to that ip theevent of a war this 
variety would eptail an immense amount of 
trouble and expense if the vessels were to be 
maintained at all times in an effective 
condition. As far as the Japanense are 
concerned, they are not in the least likely 
to loosen their hold upon the Loochoo Islands 
in consequence of this warlike dispiay. The 
Japanese fleet is no larger than that possessed 
by the Chinese, and m the matter of armament 
and style of vessel it has sume of the defects of 
the latter; bot it basa larger number of mod- 
eru- built sbi and, what is of still more im- 
portance, the Japanese sailors are in no way in- 
terior-to the Chinese, while their officers pos- 
sess what the Chinese naval officers do not, no 
slight amount of that vigor and intrepidity of 
action which bas been a marked characteristic 
of all great naval officers and of successful 
maritime nations. Hedged in by wild and 
stormy seas from all fear of invasion, the 
Japanese can well afford to be indifferent as to 
the vast ia numbers of their rival. 
The war, if tt is ever declared, will be fought 
out very largely upon the water, and, as both

IN MALE ATTIRE. 


A Woman Who Played = Man's Part for 
Forty Years, and as Married Was 8 Man. 
Meibourne Evening News. 


Extraordinary disclosures have been made re- . 


garding the female lunatic discovered in male 
attire. It appears that the woman, who for the 
past twenty years has passed as a man under 
the name of Edward De Lacy Evans, has mar- 
ried three different women. The secret of her 
disguised sex has never been even suspected, 
although she worked continually as a miner for 
many years, and had been following this occu- 
‘pation in Sandhurst, where she was an ordi- 
nary wages man,“ breaking quartz and doing 
her work with the best of the other workmen 
at several mines. She might possibly have car- 


\ ried on the fraud unsuspected to the end of her 


days, but that for the fact that a few weeks ago 
she began to show symotoms of insanity, which 
gradually became more pronounced. Some 
fifteen months ago the woman between whom and: 
the supposed man the form of marriage had 
been gone through gave birth to a child. This 
is strange, as the statement undoubtedly is that 
this woman, passing’ as Evans’ wife, stoutly 
maintained that she never knew the secret of 
ber presumed busbend’s sex. Since the child’s 
birth Evans has lapsed into an absent-minded 
and Jethargic condition, and seemed to have 
lost all heart for work. On July 22 Evans was 
admitted to the hospital as a lunatic. The hos- 
pital records ot the occurrence ran as follows: 
“Edward De Lacy Evans, male, marrie 
admitted July 22; native of Kilkenny, Ireland; 
religion, Church of England. Dangerous 
to others; demented.” On the day of ad- 
mission the attendants, as usual, proceeded 
to give “him” a bath. Evans struggled 
violently, and finally got away from the place. 
Hes“ was recaptured and brought back next 
day. He remained in hospital six weeks, 
during which a warder slept in the room every 
night without discovering the secret. She savs 
she was born at Paris, others say she is a native 
of Jersey, while the hospital record gives Kil- 
kenny as her birthplace. She speaks with an 
irish accent, and claimed to be a nephew of the 
late Gen. Sir Charles De Lacy Evans. Dr. Po- 
land, resident surgeon at the Bendigo Hospital, 
baving examined Evans, states that she herself 
bas had one or more chiidren. 

it is rumored that Evans was married several 
years ago in Melbourne, but regarding this evi- 
dence is pot complete. One of the nurses at 
present at Bendiro Hospital says she can almost 
positively identify Evans as ‘& passenger who 
came out in the ship Ocean Monarch twenty 
yearsago. The girl, for tais Miteresting char- 
acter wes then of rlish appearance, went 
under the name of Eilen Germanic. A sin- 
guiar feature of the etory is that the 
nurse in question states that the girl bad 
with her on the ship a box bearing the name 
Edward De Lacy.“ The girl, on arrival in 
Victoria, went up country, and the next the 
nurse heard was that she had sent for the box, 
and bad married a fellow-passenger. ‘Ihe sec- 
ond marriage was celebrated eighteen years 
since, but no record of the event has beeu 
found. The wife’s name was Sarah Moore, who, 
singularly enough, had two children, both of 
whom died. She breathed not a word about 
the imposition. The third marriage between 
Evans aud his“ present wife was celebrated 
at Ballarat on the 18th of September. 1868, by 
the Rev. W. Henderson, at the Presbyterian 

‘hurch. On the latter occasion Evans put ber 
age down at 28. ‘Accepting this as correct, she 
is now about 89. The certificate shows 
that the bridegroom’s father was Edward 
J. De Lacy Evans, Police Magistrate, 
and that his mocher’s name was Ann Dora 
Vaughan, a Welsh woman. The maiden name 
ot Evans’ resent wife was Julia Marquand. 
She states that she was 25 vears of age when 
the marriage ceremony was performed. and 
first became acquainted with Evans through 
her sister having been a friend of ** his’ former 
wife. Evans proposed marriage, but Vaughan’s 
parents opposed the match. Evans, howevey, 
induced her to go to Ballarat with * him.“ The 
marriage took place there. For a fortnight 
after they were married they lived separately, 
she residing at an hotel; subsequently ther 
lived together. In appearance the man verson- 
ator is feminine as regards the form- 
tion of features, but carries a decidedly 
masculine expresssion, though her face is 
devoid of hair as an finfant’s. She is 
rather short of stature, regarded as a man, 
being about five feet four inches or five feet five 
inches. Her hair, singe ber confinement to the 
hospital, bas grown almost to her shoulders. 
Some time ago she met with an accident in the 

ine in which she was working, and thereby 
rustained a severe wound on her head. The 
doctor wbo attended her never had the slightest 
suspicion of ber ser. The same gentleman was 
afterwards called in to attend Evans wie she 
was suffering from a dangerous attack of fever, 
but then again the imposition escaped detec- 
tion. Miss Marquand, the voung lade with 
whom one marriage was celebrated, says that 
Evans represented to her that he“ bad two 
children by his former wife in France, and that 
these had been sent to Ireland. Two gentle- 
men visited her soon after the case was made 
known in Sendburst. To them she said in 
reply to interrogations: Oh, it’s all over now; 
you may as well tinish meat once.“

The Chicago Law Institute, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Oct. 30.— Here is an association 
owning or controlling one of the largest, if not 
the best, law library in the State,—from the use 
and benefit of which a large portion of the legal 
profession—to say nothing of citizens generally 
—are excluded by reason of the hign price of 
membership, which is limited to those happen- 
ing to own a $100 share in the Company. Few 
young men, and students especially, can afford 
to invest in this stock and pav the additional 
annual dues imposed. As the Institute occupies 
for its library about one-third of the City-Hall, 
rent tree, while the Public Library is compelled 
to pay a rental of 85.000 or upwards for quarters 
elsewhere, it seems to me that the least the 
managers of the Institute couid do would be to 
make the terms of membership and participa- 
tion in the benefits of the Law Library less oner- 
ous to young law students and oshers who.de- 
sire to consult the books. If they cannot afford 
to place reading memberships at $5, let them 
charge $1 a moptb or $10 a year for the privilege 
of drawing books and consulting them in a 
room set apart for the purpose. A bond or 
guarantee from tne applicant would make the 
library secure. One thing is certain, the man- 
agers must cheapen their memberships if they 
would popularize the library and widen its 
usefulness. At present two-thirds of the legal 
profession and all non-professional citizens are 
excluded from its advantages. TT, , 


FISH CULTURE. 
Special Dispateh to The Tritine. 

Lake Geneva, Wis., Oct. 30.— The Hon. N. 
K. Fairbank, Illinois State Fish Commissioner, 
arrived here last evening to inspect his extensive 
fish-hatcheries. The 250,000 California salmon- 
spawn received here a few weeks since through 
the United States Fish Commission, from the 
McCioud River, California, are hatching suc- 
cessfully in the hatchery in this village. It is 
believed that 90 per cent of the eggs will pro- 
duce healtby young fry. Salmou-trout eggs 
are now being put in Lake Michigan, and 500,000 
of them will soon be received here. Also 
500,000 whitefish spawn will be seut to this 
hatchery within the next month. Brook-trout 
eggs, to che number of 200,000, will de pur- 
chased by Mr. Fairbank soon and part of them 
hatched here, and a portion at Mt. Carroll, III. 
it is expected that a quantity of Madison white- 
fish and Rocky Mountain trout spawn will also be 
secured. The latter mature very rapidly. At 
Mr. Fairbank’s fish-farm at tne head of the lake, 
a large number of adult brook-trout have been 
corraled in the extensive ponds, and a large 
quantity of spawn will be gathered. The ap- 
prooriations by the Illinois Legislature are 
$2,000 for this season and $1,000 for next year.

HELD FOR RANSOM. 


Sufferings of Prof. Mitchell, an 
American Scientist, in 
Abyssinia. 


Marching in Ohains—Driven to King 
John's Capital Naked, Hungry, 
Thirsty, and Footsore. 


New York Herald. 


The Herald, a few days back, contained an in-, 


terview with one of the American officers, now 
in this city, who served in the Egyptian army 
for many years, in relation to the diffleulties ex- 
isting between King John of Abyssinia and the 
Cairo Gorernment. Among other interesting 
things the gentleman interviewed mentions the 
capture by Shel’ Alfula, an Abyssinian General, 
of Prof. L. H. Mitchell, an American mining 
engineer, who was geologizing in the Egyptian 
service. He adds that the Professor was long a 
prisoner, and was probably the only American 
citizen who in the last half of the nineteenth 
century had been acaptive slave held for ran- 
som. Since then a Hera/d reporter has obtained 
from an ex- Egyptian officer further particulars 
of Prof. Mitchell’s capture and the hardships he 
endured while a captive of the so-calied Chris- 
tian King. The Professor is now in Egypt, oc- 
cupying a subordinate position in the Civil Serv- 
ice, but the story of his captivity has never been 
fully told in this country. 

It seems that in 1876 Mr. Mitchell was sent, 
with a emall party, to Massowab, a port on the 
Red Sea, for the purpose of making a study of 
the geology and mineralogy of the country 
between the coast and the Abyssinian platesu. 
He accomplished an exhaustive reconnissance of 
the line between Massowah and Gura, in Abys- 
sinia,—the place where Ratib Pasha’s-army was 
so badly whipped in March, 1876, Gen. Loring 
Pasha, an American, being second in command,— 
and examined many points to the right and left 
of that line, thereby adding much to the 
knowledge already psssessed by the world in 
reference to that region,—not only as regards 
its geological structure, but also in many 
topographical details. That duty performed, 
the Professor was ordered to gain more definit 
knowledge of the Hot Springsypf Ailet, long 
famous in those parts for their Vasen qual- 
ities, and located about twelve miles southwest 
of Massowah, where an Egyptian force was on 
guard, and to make a geological examination of 
the route to Sanheit. 

THE PROFESSOR AND HIS PARTY. 

The agitation on the border, incident to the 
occupation of the Province of Hamasseen by 
the troops of King John, having calmed down, 
and a brisk traffic having sprung up between 
the inhabitants of Massowah and the people of 
Abyssinia, the way appeared clear for Prof. 
Mitchell to commence his work. Ail sign of 
war had passed away, the two peoples were 
vractically at peace with each other, and 80 
Mitchell left Massowah on the 18th of Decem- 
ber, 1876. His party consisted of himself and 
an assistant named Danziger, an escort of a cor- 
poral and eight soldiers, three or four servants, 
and a score or so Of camel-drivers. For weeks 
the Professor worked hard, and then intermit- 
tent-fever broke out in his camp, compelling 
him to withdraw from the springs to the Vil- 
lage of Ailet, situated in the open plain. With- 
in four days at least two-thirds of his entire 
party were down with the fever. Weeks of 
sickness passed, the Professor’s assistant had 
to returp to Massowah, and finally one of the 
soldiers died. 

CHASED BY THE ABYSSINIANS. 

On the Ist of February, 1877, the Abyseinians, 
bent on plunder, took the village by surprise 
and pushed on for Mitchell’s camp. The sound 
of musketry was heard, and, being anxious to 
save the valuable instruments and apparatus, 
be gave orders to. the camels and retreat. 
But at the sound of the first gun the cameleers 
slipped the fastening-ropes from the camels, 
and in an instant all were in full retreat for the 
mountains. ‘The onlything left to Mitchell was 
to save himself and soldiers. Men, women, and 
children were fleeing in every direction from 
the village when the Professor and his men 
started for the mountains in the direction of 
Saharti, to which place the Abyssinians had not 


bv disease and exhausted by their run for lib- 
érty, the poor soldiers could scarcely climb the 
tawering hights, the foot of which they 
had now reached. The American was well 
aud hearty and micht have escaped; but be 
preferred to die, if need be, with the men 
who had been faithful in all things. Slowly 
bis party drag themselves up the ridge; the 
yells of\ their pursuers are heard close upon 
them; the men exhausted sink down on the 
rocks; one soldier alone wants to fight, and 
with cocked gun stands ready to shoot the 
foremost ofyhis pursuers, but Mitcheli bids him 
stay his hand. In another instant the Ameri- 
can and bis party are prisoners in the bands of 
the Abyssiniaus. ‘The small force that had capt- 
ured him hastened to rejoin the main body. 
eonsisting of about fifteen hundred, horse and 
toot. 
AN AMERICAN IN CAPTIVITY. 

The defenseless village was destroyed by fire 
and then, in company with at least one hundred 
innocent women ahd children, destined like 
himself to suffer afl the accumulated borrors of 
a barbarous, ft — captivity, worse than death 
itself, Prof. Mitchell started with his captors 
forthe Hamasseen. No order whatever was 
observed in the progress of the march. Sheep, 
cattle, camels, and human beings were driven 
along the narrow, difficult way at a rapid pace, 
without regard to prudence. Abyssinian lances 
at the back of old and young forced the 
wretched human beings to keep pace with 
the four-footed beasts. Villainous spears 
in the hands of Mitchell’s captor, 
who held ownership over him, 
forced him to climb the ascent to the plateau. 
Cold, wet, stiff, and sore, with one foot shoe- 
less, be toiled along until his fast failing 
strength gave way and he fell to the ground: 
but his, captor permitted him only a few 
moments’ time in which to take breath. ‘The 
tropical sun poured its heated rays down upon 
this American gentleman, who was without 
water, almost naked, and in the hands of a 
coarse, ignorant fellow, possessed only of 
savage instincts. Choking with thirst, he 
crawled upward, often on his hands and knees 
a long precipitous portion of the route, and 
then sank faint and breathless on the ground 
witha strangling sensation in his throat, a 
wildly palpitating heart, and ajfeeling of great 
pam in bis breast. A few moments of rest re- 
vired bis strength, he crawled slowly on, ana 
finally’ they stood upon the crest-of the great 
plateau, within the Province of Hamasseen. 
It was a superb scene that presented itself to 
this poor unfortunate American scientist. The 
air was dry, pure, and cool, but he was per- 
mitted no time to contemplate the beautiful in 
uature. Move on, move on.“ his barbarian 
master called out in lou®.tones, and so, hungry, 
thirsty, short of breath, and footsore, he 
crawled on qntil they came to 4 village where 
he found water and a short rest. 


EVER SYMPATHIZING WOMAN. 


That night the eyes of the women and chil- 
dren of the place were fixed on Mitchell with 
mingled curiosity and contempt; but now and 
then some matrorly Abyssinian woman showed 
bim kindness and sympathy. It was this night 
when the Professor’s captor gave him to under- 
stand that he was to be marched off to the King, 
to be held for a money reward orransom. The 
next day, while on the march, bis captor robbed 
him of his shirt, leaving bim clothed only in a 
pair of drawers and one shoe. He bad been 
taken prisoner on the morning of the Ist of 
February; on the fourth day he was marched 
lato the camp of Shel’ Allula, the Abyssinian 
officer who had pursued Ras Michael into the 
Abrssivian country. Here the Professor passed 
into the hindsof a petty Abyssinian chief, mas- 
ter of the barbarous creature who had captured 
him. The next day he was taken before Allula, 
who treated him graciously, and where for the 
first time since his capture he got a square 
meal.“ Allula helped herself to Mitchell's 
watch and compelled the owner to teach him 
ho * to wind it and how to determine the time 
of day. The chief also permitted him to send 
a, letter to the commandant at Massowab, ask- 
ing for certain articles of personal comfort. 
It was this message which first gave the 
Egyptian authorities definit information as to 
the fate of Mitchell and bis party, all of whom 
it was beiieved had been massacred. But he 
was thrust into a prison-ceil, where he was 
greatly annoyed by a constant stream of Abys- 
sianian soldiers. Now and then, however, he 
was visited by some of the females, who, much 
to bis discomfort, undertook to have affairs 
take on a soft and gentle tone. He was given 
pienty to eat, but suffered extremely from want 
of water.

On the 12th of February a beam of light fell 
in upon the gloom and doubt which surrounded 
this American captive in Abyssinia. A letter 
arrived frum Massowah, stating exactly who he 
was and the peaceful nature of his work and 
asking Allula to release him at once. But 
Allula replied that the whole matter had been 
referred to King John, and nothing could be 
done without the consent of his Majesty; that

A religious fast, which commences Feb. 15, 
had now set in and was to continue for a period 
of fifty-five days. From the very moment of 
its commencement all food in the form of f sh 
or fowl was denied him.

On the 22d of - Feb 
Mitchell and one of the Egvotian soldiers w 
chained together by the right and left Wrists,

CHAINED IN COUPLES. 


There were five pairs of them im all, e 
two and two, and driven at the top of th 
speed along the narrow, stony path, like slaves 
to the galleys. They were guarded by twenty 
Abyssinian soldiers, commanded by a petty 
officer called a ghwati.. At sundown the 
cam for the night. Early the next morn 
the Professor was unchained from his compan 
ion, and was told to wait in the village, while 
the rest of the party went on, as a mule would 
soon be in diness for him. Two or threg 
of the . remained with dim, and 
when the mule was brought he mount 
ed, and they fset off toward 
Town of Godofelassie. In the afternoon they 
overtook the main party, and that nicht camped 
at the village just named, Here Mitchell and 
his soldiers were treated with great kindnegs 
some native Abyssinians who were Moslems, 
Nothing special occurred until the 26th of Feb. 
ruary, When, after they had made about one-balf 
the distance to Adua, they came upon the battle. 
fleld of Gundeét, where Col. Arrendrup and hig 
army had been slain alittle more than a year 
before. They rested for two hours on the battle 
fleld, sharing the muddy, stagnant water of the 
wells along with the flocks and herds that were 
gathered there at the time. 

A CHRISTIAN FOUND AT LAST. 

They descended into the valley and then 
menced a long nigut tramp, which lasted tilt 
the break of day. By 8 o'clock Mitchell had 
reached the base of a mountain range beyond 


which was Adua. An Abyssinian soldier marched . 


at his heels to force him along, and from this 
fellow he had littie to expect in the way of 
indulgence. He staggered up the ascent 
as far as possible, and then sank com- 
pletely exhausted on the ground. The 
soldier was about to beat him with a heavy 
ciub, when, by means of signs and a few words 
that he had picked up, Mitchell made this Abys- 
sinian to understand that he was a Christian, 
The result was a perfect chord, which awakened 
in the soldier’s heart all the tenderness and 
sympathy of a child. All the brute had disap. 
peared, and the man took the hand of his pris- 
oner in his hand. He felt poor Mitcheil's heart, 
which with every beat seemed ready to spring 
from his breast, and then made him lie down to 
rest a while. After that the guard helped his 
prisoner up the steep places in the route, and 
ever after, when with the Professor, upor the 
march or in camp, the latter received the same 
kind treatment at his hands. 
IN THE ABYSSINIAN CAPITAL. 


The afternoon of Feb. 28 they came in sight of 
the Town of Adua, and before night entered 
the capital. It was found that the King was 
away a distance of some half-a-dozen days“ 


journey to the southeast, and to him they must 


be taken. Before they left Adua an Abyssinian 
woman gave Mitchell all the bread and 
milk he desired, and one of her sons gave 
him a shirt, and an Abyssinian chiet of artillery - 
gave him a decent pair of drawers. They 
‘“* marched on without impediment ’”’ until the 
morning of the 5th of March, they were within 
two or three hours of the King’s camp. Here 
they halted, for the King was coming, on his 
way back to Adua. Presently he halted and 


they were handed over to the guards. Nov, on 


the thirty-third day of his cantivity, this Ameri- 
can geutleman and scholar was in the hands of 
his Majesty King John of Abyssinia. 

A KING’S HOSPITALITY. 

No shelter was provided for the prisoners 
that night, and the next morning they started 
on the march back to Adua. At noon the King 
took a rest, and Mitchell was left to stand on 
the limestone plateau. broiling in the hot noon 
day sun. At nightfall a little sour bread ands 
little water were given him; and then, suffer 
ing from hunger, thirst, vermin, sore — 
and severe cramps in his legs, ‘Mite 
tried to sleep but could not. After a 
night of suffering he was marched off before 
daylight without food or drink, and not until 
midday bad he an opportunity to slake his 
thirst. More days of march and mights of 
misery, with nothing to eat but a scanty allow- 


ance of sour bread, followed. The Abyssinian - 


soldiers 3 him no belp, but now and then 3 
camp-girl came along, and, touched with a feel- 
ing of pity, voluntarily gave bim a drink from 
her water-gourd. He still clung to the remains 
of bis one shoe, but both bis feet were greatiy 
swollen and worn to the living flesh. His body 
was nothing but a mass of scabs and raw, 
bleeding sores from neck to heeis, while hair, 
beard, and tattered rags were alive witb vermin. 
It was thus that he crept, a. gaunt, starving, 
feeble shadow of his former self, into a hovel in 
the Abyssinian capital to enjoy the hospitality 
of his most Christian Majesty Johanis, King of 
Kings. : 
AMONG FRIENDS AT LAST. 

Although in the midst of plenty. Prot. 
Mitchell and his soldiers were still toa only 
orce a day, and, in proportion to their needs, on 
an almost microscopic quantity of black bread 
and water. Knowing that there were Euro 
peans in the town, Prof. Mitchell made applica 
tion to the officer of the guard for permissi n 
to visit them. ‘The matter was referred to the 
King, who gave his consent, but ordered that 
the Professor’s irons might first be taken off. Oa 
the 14th of Maren the Professor's soldiers, a8 
slaves to the King, were forced by blows, and 
while chained in pairs, to work on the roads as 
menials, while he himself was taken to the ante 
room of the palace. Here he was met by aa 
Abyssinian, who addressed him kindly and in 
good English. This officer of the King had lived 
in Loudon and in Paris. He gave Prof. Mitchell 
assurance of his sympathy, and told him that he 
need have no fear, as he would provably be re 
leased soon and permitted to leave Adua for Mass- 
owah. Another of the King’s officers, who 
also spoke Euglish, sent for a needle and some 
thread, and made use of it for the next balf 
hour in endeavoring to coyer Mitchell’s exposed 
person by stitching together the tattered bits 
of nis garments. After this Mitchell hunted un 
the Europeans, and- presently in the bands 
good Samaritans he was rehabilitated, stimu- 
lated, fed, and cared for as a child. One of the 
gentlemen be met was a German scientist, WDO © 
had lived in the country a few years. 
brotherhood of science, united to that of u- 
manitv, drew him toward Mitchell with twofold 
sympathy and power. He also met the veteran 
botanist, the celebrated Dr. Schimpfer, now 
over 82 years of age, who has spent half of them 
in Abyssinia, who helped bim all that was pos- 
sible. Now a lance was no longer at bis back; 
he could walk or rest ashe pleased, and the 
taunting words, Move on!“ were no longer 
ringing in his ears. 


OUT OF BONDAGE. 


On the 18th of March Prof. Mitchell was 
handed a letter from Gordon Pacha, in which he 
was informed thatevervthing possible was 
ing done to secure his release. With bis also 
came letters to his Majesty from Col. Gordon 
asking for Mitcbell’s release, and — 
propositions for peace between Egypt & 
Abyssinia. On the 20th, in the afternoon, the. 
kind King’s officer stepped up to Mitchell 
said: 


J have good news for you. I nad an inter- 
view with the King this morning, and on re 
ferring to Gordon Pacha’s communication ask- 
ing your release, his Majesty remarked: ‘ That 
letter hasnow no significance. I bave alresdy 
set Mr. Mitchell free. if he wishes he may re 
main in my country as long as he lives, OF 
cay start for Massowah.’ So you are now 
to do whatever you please. You have full lib- 
erty, and I am glad of it.“ 


ONCE MORE WITH HIS COUNTRYMEN. -_ 


Prof. Mitchell was once again a free Amer 
can. Shackles had not only fallen from 
hand, but from bis mind. For the first time in 
his life he now realized the full significance, the 
rea] meaning, of the word liberty. His forty- 
eight days of taptive life were at an end. 
King, however, withheld all assistance; but, 
thanks to kind Europeans and a Coptic met 
cbaot from Cairo, every arrangement nu 
for Mitehell's journey to Massowah as comfort- 
able as possible was made. He was stili tod 
weak to travel, but each day there came to 
a sensible increment of strength. On Saturday 
afternoon, the th of March, he mouoted 2 
mule, and with a light heart set ont for the 
coast, and on Monday, April 7, he rode inte 
Massowah. Just sixty-seven days had 
since the morning of his capture at Ailet,—day$ 
which had been filied to the utmost limit 
boves, fears, and sufferings. At 6 o’clock on 
the evening of April 29 Prof. Mitchell arrived st 
Cairo, where he was met by numerous 
and countrymen.
